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Enforcement of No-Parking Rule 
Follows Traffic Snarls— 100 Tagged

TO change" PARKING 



' Badly congested traffic conditions 
on Haverford avenue between Nar- 
berth and Essex, culminating in two 
episodes which tied up traffic com- 
pletely in those blocks for unduly 
long periods, resulted last week in 
a renewal of police activity in en- 
forcing the no-parking rule on the 
south side of the street. As a re- 
sult of the trial enforcement the 
present parking system will prob- 
ably be scrapped and a return made 
to parallel parking on both sides of 
the street. 

Beginning last Saturday and con- 
tinuing till Monday, about ioo peo- 
ple received tags for parking on the 
south' side of Haverford. Hearings 
were held Monday and Tuesday 
nights by Burgess Henry A. Frye 
at police headquarters, Ardmore, at 
which all but one of the offenders 
were discharged. 

One of the episodes which result- 
ed in the investigation was an al- 
tercation between a citizen and a 
bus driver as to who should back up 
so as to let the other through: Com- 
ing at an hour when traffic was nat- 
urally congested, this argument 
blocked both lanes of traffic on the 
street for about 20 minutes. 

The other incident directly con- 
cerned the superintendent of police 
of Lower Merion township, whose 
officers are on duty in the borough. 
The superintendent was in the bor- 
ough recently, parking his car on the 
north side where diagonal parking 
exists. Getting out was another 
matter. The snarl and tie-up in 
traffic which resulted took exactly 
18 minutes to untangle. 

Conferences between the Lower 
Merion police, the burgess and the 
officers of the Board of Trade took 
place this week, the objective being 
the establishment of parking regu- 
lations for Haverford avenue which 
would be most satisfactory to the 
merchants and their customers. The

November a Cloudy 

Month, Report Shows 

A perfect record of cloudy clays 
for the week of November 27 to 
December 3 inclusive, is reported by 
weatherman Charles A. Decker of 
Narberth. Fairly high temperatures 
for late November and early De- 
cember weather was in evidence on 
the whole. Temperatures above the 
normal are reported for all the week, 
varying from one degree above the 
mean to nj degrees. The high low 
marks for the week are as follows : 
Thursday 44 and 27. Friday 44 and 
30, Saturday 49 and 37, Sunday 51 
and 41. Monday 56 and 42, Tues- 
day, December 1, 50 and 36. 
Wednesday 48 and 30. 

Tabulation of monthly figures by 
weather observer Decker show that 
November was on the whole a mild 
month, with only one real wintry 
day, the 26th, when the temperature 
fell to 20. The mean temperature 
for this date was 27. Warm days are 
recaljed earlier iri the month, when 
a high mark of 75 was touched. 
Little rain fall for the month is 
recorded, the total precipation being 
only 2.13. The largest amount in 
24 hours was .JJ on the 30th. Seven 
clear days were all that were gran- 
ted during the month, nine others 
being partly cloudy, and 14 cloudy 
in toto. Wind generally came from 
the southwest; the greatest veloci- 
ty being on the 19th. when 34 miles 
per hour were recorded in a north- 
west direction. Traces of snow 
fall on the 21st to the 26th this 
winter has yet to impress his hoary 
grasp upon the Main Line.

Nearly $900,000 Cost 

of Courthouse Annex 

According to a tabulation of con- 
tracts awarded on Monday by the 
Montgomery county commissioners at 
Norristown, the net cost of building the 
new Court House annex will be $808,- 
970. Remodeling the old Court House 
to conform with the new structure will 
cost about $80,000, which, with other 
incidental expenditures, will bring the 
total expense to nearly $900,000.

Although the Vehicle Code of 
Pennsylvania, in effect since Janu- 
ary 1, provides for the reporting of 
all accidents involving personal in- 
jury, or property damage to an ap- 
parent extent of $50, there appears 
to be general misunderstanding of 
this clause by the motoring public 
according to a statement today by 
Joseph R. Murphy, supervisor of 
the Ardmore office of the Keystone j 
Automobile Club. 

"We are advised," says the state- 
ment, "by the Department of High- 
ways that very few motorists know 
what is expected of them with re- 
spect to reporting accidents. Every 
day letters are sent by the depart- 
ment to persons who failed to re- 
port mishaps, only to be informed 
they had no knowledge of the law's 
requirement. Thus far the depart- 
ment has been lenient, but it feels 
that sufficient time has elapsed for 
all motor car owners to be acquaint- 
ed with the provisions of the Ve- 
hicle Code, and in the future motor 
isls who neglect to make reports 
may face prosecution. The penalty 
for violation of the reporting pro- 
vision is $10 fine or not more than 
five days in jail." 

Section 1030 of the Vehicle Code 
provides : 

"The operator of any motor ve- 
hicle involved in an accident, result- 
ing in injuries or death to any per- 
son, or property damage to an ap 
parent extent of fifty ($50) dollars 
or more, shall, within 24 hours, for- 
ward a report of such accident to 
the Department (of highways), ex- 



The "pyroxylin

Company was experimenting with 
pyroxylin. For several years ap- 
proximately 300 company service 
cars painted with various pyroxylin 
finishes have been under observa- 
tion by the testing laboratory in the 
; Highland Park paint factory. One 
of the earliest of these cars, after 
five years of exposure to all sorts of 
weather, still has an excellent, fast 
color finish that shows no trace of 
"checking" or peeling. 

Today before the new Ford car 
is given its final dress of color, both 
the pyroxylin which goes on the 
body and the enamel with which the 
fenders are finished are given a 
chemical analysis and artificial and 
natural weather tests. These analy- 
ses insure uniform flexibility and 
adhesive quality. 

Utmost care is used to insure 
11011 facing and uniform colors. Both 
raw pigments and finished lacquers 
are tested in a specially designed 
"fade-o-meter" for fading and du- 
rability. They are also examined 
both before and after the above tests 
in a color analyzer. This, splitting 
any color into its simplest hues, de- 
tects and accurately measures the 
slightest fading or other variation 
from standard. 

The weather and durability tests 
are interesting. The system gives, 
in a period of 100 hours, a test 
equivalent to about 70 days of ex- 
posure to weather. Panels painted 
with pyroxylin pass from ordinary 
room temperature into a dust cham- 
ber where they are sprayed with 
wind-driven dust similar to that 
likely to be encountered in dust 
storms. Then they are subjected to 
ultra-violet rays much like those of 
the sun, but of far greater intensity. 
Next they are sprayed with warm 
water, after which they pass into a 
chamber in which the temperature 
is 1 5 degrees below zero. This com- 
plete cycle is repeated over again 
each two and a quarter hours for 
100 consecutive hours. 
. In addition to this severe arti- 
ficial weather test, the test plates are 
exposed for long periods of time on 
the roof of the factory. Here the 
effect of the sun, wind, rain and 
snow are carefully observed, and a 
very close relation between the real 
and artificial weather tests obtained.

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Neighborhood Club No Longer an 

Infant, It Hears at 2 1st Banquet 



Joe Cunningham Tells of Its 
Shortcomings from a Sta- 
tistical Angle. 

HEAR OF "PARK PLANS 



The Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood 
Club became officially of age as a 
banqueting organization Tuesday 
night, when the club, founded in 
1906, held its twenty-first annual 
banquet in the Penn Athletic Club. 
E. S. Higgins' general banquet com- 
mittee, of which H. R. LeNoir, Jr.. 
was entertainment chairman, made 
the affair as enjoyable a: one has 
been staged in recent years. 

One of the high spots of the eve- 
ning was an address on "The rail- 
road's problem of handling subur- 
ban passenger traffic," given by a 
funereal voiced individual who was 
introduced by Toastmaster George 
W. Selby as J. A. Cunningham, 
passenger traffic representative of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, and personal statistician for 
General W. W. Atterbury. 

Following the reading of an ab- 
struse and complicafted report on 
railroad tariffs to and from various 
points including sidings and ties, 
Mr. Cunningham remarked that 
various requests have been made in 
recent years by the Neighborhood 
Club for better service by the rail- 
road, and that as a result he had 
been appointed to make an investiga- 
tion of the club. 

"You know," he said, "many of 
the requests you have made in the 
past 21 years have been downright 
childish. And now that you are old 
enough to sit down to your twenty- 
first banquet, I suppose you want to 
be taken seriously. 

"Well, I've made an investigation. 
I note, for instance, that at a recent 
meeting called for the purpose of 
discussing such weighty matters as 
Japanese beetles, overhanging trees 
and hedges, and the fact that the 
8.19 train from Cymvyd was two 
minutes late recently, there were 
more men present than at a meeting 
in Independence Hall, July 4, 1776, 
called for the purpose of signing the 
Declaration of Independence." 
"Statistician" Exposed. 
By this time it had dawned 011 all 
that the railroad's distinguished 
misrepresentative was none other 
than Joe Cunningham. Philadel- 
phia's renowned cartoonist, creator 
of the Rufus McGoofus comic- strip. 
After he had paid his respects to 
officers of "your somewhat learned 
organization," he sat down amid 
laughter and applause. 

Following the dinner itself, Presi- 
dent Selby briefly outlined the his- 
tory of the Neighborhood Club in a 
message of greeting to the 400 mem- 
bers and guests present. "We owe 
our success," he said, "to the feeling 
of good fellowship that pervades our 
organization. Bala-Cynwyd has al- 
ways been a neighborly community." 
Illustrating his contention that 
new blood is welcomed in the club's 
management, he pointed to the fact 
that more than half the members 
present had at one time or another 
been committee chairmen or mem- 
bers, directors or officers. 

"The club's present membership 
is 615," he declared, "and it is the 
purpose of the membership com- 
mittee, of which A. J. Fernandez is 
chairman, to secure 200 more mem- 
bers this season." 

Mr. Selby introduced Colonel 
Samuel Price Wetherill, Jr., who 
told of "The Future of the Main 
Line'" from the viewpoint of the 
Regional Planning Federation, of 
which he is president. 

Foresight was urged by Colonel Weth- 
erill, who viewed with alarm the gradual 
breaking up of the big estates on the 
Main Line, to be succeeded by closely- 
built developments. Traffic congestion as 
a bar to progress was also taken up. 

"Regional planning is really up to the 
citizens themselves," the speaker said. 
"Public officials cannot act unless they 
are backed up by organized, intelligent 
public opinion." 

In explaining the broad program of 
regional planning Colonel Wetherill ex- 
plained it as a guarantee of healthful 
and attractive future development. The 
largest aero map in the world, showing 
every street and every home In the Phil- 
adelphia area, Is owned by the federa- 
tion, he said. 

This map shows very little publicly 
owned land, and also shows a rapid ten- 
dency to close up the available open 
spaces, which should in part be ear- 
marked for parks, boulevards, etc. Thir- 
teen counties, embracing 357 different 
governmental units, are Included In the 
territory of the federation, the speaker 
said. The plan must be administered 
like the affair's of a big corporation, "with. 
a central body controlling the efforts of 
these many small units. 

With the statement that "accessibility 
is the key to values," Col. Wetherill em- 
phasized the Immediate need for boule- 
vards and by-pass highways, avoiding 
the congested centers of population. The 
federation, he explained, has laid out a 
system oX-s»v«n-,of these highways. Creek' 
valleys also were In need of immediate'
